RESOLUTION OF INTENTION 
No. 241

A Resolution of the Board of Trus­ 
tees of the City of Torrance, 
California, Declaring Its Intention 
to Order the Construction of an 
Ornamental Lighting System on 
Portions of Border Avenue and 
Other Streets, Declaring the Work 
or Improvement to Be of More 
Than Local or Ordinary Public 
Benefit and That the Cost and 
Expenses of Said Work or Im­ 
provement Shall Be Assessed 
Upon a District and Determining 
That Bonds Shall Be Issued to 
Represent the Cost and Expenses 
Thereof, and Fixing the Time and 
Place for Hearing Objections to 
Said Proposed Work or Improve­ 
ment.

The Board of Trustees of th( 
City of Torrance, California, pur 
suant to the "Improvement Act of 
1911" and the "Improvement Bond 
Act of 191B," do resolve, declare 
and determine as follows:
